— A 
gang of robbers using high explo 
sives wrecked the interior of the 
Adelphi Banking Co. at Adelphi, 
Ross County, early today, and es- 
caped after terrorizing the village.

GHAIRMAN THINKS

UP PRICE-FIAING 


W:th Wage 
and Hour Provisions 
Would Eliminate Need 
for It, Says Clay Wil- 


liams. 


Compliance

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—Clay Wil- 
liams, chairman of the Industrial 
Recovery Board, predicted today 


that price-fixing would be elimi- 
nated from the new NRA. Sketch- 


ing for a business luncheon-meet- 
ing his. ideas on what the new 
NRA would be, Williams said he 
thought that it would continue: (1) 


Minimum wages and maximum 
hours; (2) the bar on child labor; 
(3) the collective bargaining guar- 
antee; (4) provisions against cer- 
tain unfair trade practices. 

Full compliance with wage and 
hour’ provisions, Wiliams § said, 
would largely eliminate the need 
for price-fixing. 

“IT am not unaware of the im- 
portance in which some groups still 
hold the provisions of their codes 
that were designed, inserted and 
insisted upon as necessary to their 
chance of prosperity,” he explained. 

Problems Inter-related. 

“And yet, I raise before you the 
question whether the problem . of 
compliance with wage provisions 
and the problem of price mainte- 
nance provisions are in fact two 
separate problems requiring two 
separate answers or whether on 
the other hand the two problems 
are not so closely inter-related that 
the answer to the first automati- 
cally solves the second for most 
industries and businesses to as 
great an extent as it can ever be 
solved in any other way.” 

He said that “in many instances 
the enforcement of price-fixing pro- 
visions with fairness to all con- 
cerned has been found to be all but 
impossible.” 

The exact form of the new NRA 
Williams said, “is not so im- 
portant.” 

“The important thing is that pub- 
lic opinion in this country has 
moved definitely forward to where 
it is demanding of business that it 
accept a greater measure of social 
responsibility than it has ever borne 
before.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Over 


the protest of Donald Richberg, 
the National Labor Relations Board 
yesterday reaffirmed its decision 
that it could take original jurisdic- 
tion in newspaper labor disputes. 


The board again ordered the San 
Francisco Call-Bulletin, a William 
Randolph Hearst paper, to re-em- 
ploy Dean S. Jennings, who said 
he was forced to resign because of 
his activity in the American News- 
paper Guild. 

The decision put the board 
against the positions taken by 
spokesmen for publishers, as well 
ae two other administration 
agencies. 

Nine days ago the board issued 
a similar order over the protest of 
the paper. The Call-Bulletin main- 
taineg the case should hrve gone 
to the Newspaper Industrial Board, 
set up under the code. It contend- 
ed the board’s assumption of juris- 
diction constituted modification of 
the code, and that the code could 
not be modified without the sub- 
scribing publishers’ consent. 

Taking a case from the News- 
paper Industrial Board, Richberg 
contended, would violate at least the 
spirit of the cod. As for the board's 
legal power, he said the ciause in 
the order setting up the board stat- 
ing the board “may decline” to 
take original jurisdiction from a 
code board meant it “shall de 
cline.” 


“Can’t Torture Language.” 


On this last point, the board said 
yesterday: 

“It is unnecessary to torture the 
meaning of plain language. The 
word ‘may’ permits but does not 
compel us to decline jurisdiction.” 

The board also said that “no new 
evidence was presented to fs at 
the reargument throwing any light 
on the meani..s of the cody,” 

As it stands, the board said fur- 
ther, “there is nothing in the news- 
paper code to differentiate it, so 
far as violations of Section 7-A 
are concerned, from any other 
code,” 

The board gave the Call-Bu!letin 
10 days to reinstate Jennings or to 
submit testimony about the circum- 
stances of his leaving his job. If 
the paper does not comply, it will 
be cited to the NRA compliance 
division for Blue Eagle removal 
and the case turned over to the 
Justice Department for legal ac- 
tion, 


“Plain Common Sense.” 


The board in its decision said: 

“In our previous decision we set 
forth the exceptional circum- 
stances under which the Jennings 
case came before us. The National 
Labor Board took jurisdiction upon 
the belief that the Newspaper In- 
dustrial Board was not then suita- 
bly constituted to deal with 7A 
complaints involving editorial em- 
ployes. 

“The reason, however, is not im- 

portant for our present purposes. 
When the National Labor Relations 
Board was created cases pending 
before the National Labor Board 
were transferred to us. 

“The Jennings case then came 
on for hearing before the Regional 
Labor Board, and in due course 
the transcript was forwarded to us 
for decision. Under these circum- 
stances, it was plain common sense 
for us at this point to dispose of 
the case on its merits.” 

Hanson declined to comment on 
the decision. 

Guild Letter to Richberg. 

The guild, meantime, made public 
a letter it had sent to Richberg, 
requesting him to outline the cir- 
cumstances of his asking the board 


the! to reconsider the original Jennings 


decision. 

“The working newspaper men 
of the nation will not be satisfied 
until you disclose what happened 
between Monday evening (when 
the original decision was made pub- 
lic} and Tuesday evening, when 
the rehearing was ordered,” the 
guild said. 

“We ask you, therefore, to state 
what happened. Who saw or tele- 
phoned you? What was said? 
What did you tell the NLRB?” 

Guild leaders walked out of an 
NRA hearing on editorial workers’ 
salaries and hours after they heard 
of Richberg’s action.

FIATS OF NEW DEAL 
RUN INTO THOUSANDS 


Many of Rules and Orders, 
Which Have Effect of Law, 
Unpublished, Unknown. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 13—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt to date has issued 
1013 executive orders which are on 


file at the State Department, but 
these do not include code approvals. 
The State Department file of exec- 
utive orders now numbers’ 6910, 
piled up over many years. The 
American Bar Association and other 
groups frequently have criticised 
the voluminous growth of adminis- 
trative law and the lack of any 
means for the legal premeene to 
keep abreast of it. 

Members of the Supreme ae 
before whom some of the array of 
extraordinary executive powers are 
now coming up for decision as to 
constitutionality, manifested con- 
cern during the argument on the 
oil code this week over the failure 
of Government counsel to produce 
an executive order affecting that 
code.

those approving NRA codes—have

But executive or- 
ders do not include all the rule- 
making in the executive depart- 
ments. Those issued by the NRA, 
AAA and the Oil Administration 
alone mount into the hundreds. 
Each department and agency keeps 
a file of its own orders but there 
is no central office where all may 
be obtained. 

The oil code makes no provision 
for publication or dissemination of 
orders, but oil administration offi- 
cials say at least 50,000 copies of 
every order have been distributed.

E. N. Brown Asked if He

The frail, gray-haired chairman 
of the board of the Frisco Railroad, 
Edward N. Brown of New York, 
continued in the railroad bankrupt- 
cy hearing today to give his ex- 
planation of certain financial trans- 
actions prior to the receivership of 
1932. His testimony was given be- 
fore Federal Court Master Harding 
in the Frisco Building, under ques- 
tioning by Jack Lewis Kraus of 
New York, representing the Gahs 
bondholding interests. 

He testified yesterday that the 
railroad borrowed $1,000,000 from 
New York banks in January, 1931, 
to pay for 25,000 shares of stock of 
the Gulf, Mobile & Northern Rail- 
road, purchased by the Frisco in 
1930. Kraus questioned him in an 
effort to show the railroad’s finan- 
cial condition did not justify the 
purchase or the declaration in No- 
vember, 1930, of dividends totaling 
$4,258,000. — 

Previously he had testified that 
the acquisition of the Gulf, Mobile 
& Northern stock for the Frisco at 
an average price of $38 a share by 
the banking firm of Speyer & Co., 
under his secret order, was not 
presented to the Frisco directorate 
for approval until Dec. 10, 1989, 
nearly seven months after the ac- 
quisition was completed and when 
the market price had dropped to 
13%. He had reported the transac- 
tion to four other directors, consti- 
tuting, with himself, a majority of 
the Executive Committee of the 
board, and they had approved it in- 
formally. : 

“Not Definitely Approved.” 

Brown conceded under continued 
questioning today that in giving the 
order to a representative of Speyer 
& Co. late in 1929 he said it was 
“something not definitely approved 
by the board or Executive Commit- 
tee.” 

“I did tell him, however, that I 
had the commitment of four other 
members of the committee, consti- 
tuting a majority,” Brown added, 
continuing that he did not think he 
told representatives that none of 
the other 12 directors had been in- 
formed of the order. 

“Did you tell the other four to 
keep it a secret?” he was asked. 
“I think so,’ ’was the response, “but 
possibly not in those words—they 
were men of large affairs and it 


Meaning of Code Words. 

Kraus questioned Brown in de- 
tail about correspondence between 
New. York and St. Louis officers of 
the railroad concerning the stock 
purchase, asking him the meaning 
of the words “Shadowless’ and 
“Tucum” appearing repeatedly in 
telegrams. 

When Brown could offer no ex- 
planation, pointing out he had not 
sent the messages, an accountant 
for the Frisco was ordered to pro- 
duce the company’s code book. 

As about 20 lawyers for creditors 
leaned forward to hear the ac- 
countant’s explanation, the  ac- 
countant, reading the code book, 
said “Tucum” meant Speyer & Co. 

“But what does ‘Shadowless’ 
mean?” he was asked. “Eight and 
seven-eighths,” he responded as the 
lawyers relaxed in laughter. 

E. G. Nahler, an attorney for the 
Frisco, then said that the company 
often used a code word for a num- 
ber as a symbol for subject-matter 
of correspondence. “Shadowless,” 
he said, was roughly equivalent to 
“Your telegram-of such-and-such a 
date in re such-and-such a matter 
received and in reply thereto we 
beg to state.” 

Kraus sought to establish from 
the messages that the railroad’s ac- 
counting department did not know 
details of the stock transaction at 
the time or how it was to be hand- 
led on the company’s books, 


Banker at Meeting, 


Kraus said minutes of the meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee on 
Sept. 26, 1932, when the committee 
authorized payment of the $1,000,- 
000 to Speyer & Co. five weeks be- 
fore the Frisco was placed in re- 
ceivership, showed a representative 
of Speyer & Co. was present, 

Asked if the meeting had not 
been -called at the request of Spey- 
er & Co. Brown said he did not 
think so. 

“Well, ‘was the meeting ever held 
in fact on that day?” Kraus _in- 
quired. “It was,” Brown replied. 

Brown disclosed that when the di- 
rectors approved the purchase of 
G. M, & N. stock they authorized 
purchase of 5000 additional shares, 
which, however, were never bought. 
Kraus then sought to establish, un- 
successfully, that Brown knew at 
the time that the Burlington Rail- 
road already had “extensive inter- 
ests” in the G. M. & N.

tember, 19327” Kraus asked. “We 
carried this along, awaiting devel- 
opments to see whether we would 
buy more stock,” Brown answered.

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SENATORS RESENT 
ROOSEVELT MOVE

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.— The 
War Department today promised 
to co-operate in the Senate muni- 
tions investigation, after a succes- 
sion of incidents inaicating that its 
assistance was being withheld. The 
promise was given at an executive 
session of the committee attended 


by Secretary of War Dern, Major- 
General Douglas MacArthur, chief 
of staff; Assistant Secretary of 
War Harry Woodring, and Col. C. 
T. Harris. 
This meeting, called to determine 
what constitutes “military secrets,” 
that should not be made public, 
was scheduled for last week, and 
was postponed by the War Depart- 
ment for reasons that were not ex- 
plained even to the committee. 
At the close of the session, Chair- 
man Nye and Secretary Dern told 
reporters that the Department and 
the committee were not fully 
agreed on what a “military secret” 
is, but that the Department would 
abide by the committee’s discre- 
tion, after making complete, explan- 
ation. 
“Do the Generals feel that any 
unwise disclosures have been made 
from a military standpoint?” Nye 
was asked. “I think not,” he gaid. 
Use of a Rubber Stamp. 
It was learned that Gen. MacAr- 
thur, during the course of the con- 
ference, denied that the War De- 
partment ever authorized BE. I. du 
Pont de Nemours to use a certain 
rubber stamp with which scores of 
documents from the du Pont files 
were marked before being surren- 
dered to the committee ag evidence. 
The stamp reads: . 
“Upon instructions of the War 
and-or Navy Department, this docu- 
ment is entrusted to Donald Y. 
Wemple (committee investigator) 
for use by United States Govern- 
ment agents only.

They made it plain 
that they considered it a move to 
impede or divert attention from | 
the Senate investigation and to 
transfer to the hands of a presi- 
dential committee a responsibility 
that would logically rest on the 


Senate committee. 


The administration’s action in 
requesting Bernard M. Barush and 
Gen. Hugh S. Johnson to draft leg- 
islative propasals to “take the 
profit out of war” eaused some be- 
wilderment, since it is well known 
that Barush and Johnson did draft 
such proposals years ago. These 
proposals are available on an hour’s 
notice. 

The Senate committee, which has 
been taking testimony’ several 
weeks, and out of which legislative 
proposals are certain to come when 
Congress meets, was not invited to 
the White House conference or 
asked to supply any of the infor- 
mation which it has dug up during 
the hearings. 

There were numerous indications 
that the decision to call the confer- 
ence was reached precipitately and 
without previous consultation with 
many of those who were invited. 
Gen. MacArthur told a member of 
the Senate committee today that it 
eame as a surprise to him.

The city intends to compel Joe 
Jones and his followers to vacate 
the room in the Old Courthouse 
which the young St. Louis painter 
has used for the last year as head- 
quarters for his art classes for the 
unemployed. 

Director of Public Safety Chadsey 


said today the art seemed to be 
mostly Communistic propaganda, 
and the classes seemed to be noth- 
ing more than meetings of Com- 
munists. 

“I don’t think they are carrying 
out what was to have been their 
purpose of encouraging young art- 
ists,” Chadsey said. “I don’t think 
they have shown the proper spirit.” 

Chadsey said he had dropped in 
at several of the meetings, and had 
obtained reports from others who 
attended. He has secured photo- 
graphs of Soviet posters shown in 
the courtroom, and of a large mural 
picture done by Jones and his stu- 
dents, which the artist frankly ad- 
mits is Communistie propaganda. 

About a week ago, Chadsey said, 
he had told Jones he would have to 
get out. At that time, he said, 
Jones’ wite, Freda, told him they 
would not vacate. Chadsey said he 
would serve formal notice on Jones, 
directing him to vacate, and if that 
was not done, would institute evic- 
tion proceedings ih court. 

Mrs. Jones has appealed from a 
Police Court sentence of six months 
in the workhouse and a $500 fine, 
imposed last Friday, when she was 
convicted of peace disturbance for 
participating in a Communist dem- 
onstration at the City Hall.

FREIGHTER AFIRE AT SEA 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Dec. 13. 
—The freighter Pan-Atlantic, carry- 
ing general cargo from Mobile, 
Ala., to Eastern ports, turned to- 
ward this port today with a fire 
in its hold.

Defense Outlines Vase.

He ac- 
counted to Tipton for his share of 
the profits. 

“He got so he didn’t give up 
his share. The money went into 
his pocket and did not come out. 
This went on until $4000 was owing 
to Tipton. Tipton accused him of 
double-crossing, and sent friends as 
emissaries to him. Accardi agreed 
to pay the debt, at the rate of $200 
a month. We will show that he 
did this, until something like $2500 
was owing. 

Tipton to Admit Going to Home. 

“Tipton will admit he went with 
other’s to Accardi’s house to get the 
money owing to him. 

“We will show also that’ they 
hired a driver, and that each of 
them paid him at different times. 
We will show that Accardi bor- 
rowed $1800 from the son of one of 
his oldest friends, to start the still 
in Collinsville with Tipton, and 
paid back $2500 a few months lat- 
er. We will show that, as has been 
denied by Accardi (on cross-exam- 
ination yesterday), Accardi_ did 
drive across a local bridge with Tip- 
ton, and that they were stopped by 
polige. 

“Tipton will admit his previous 
conviction (of burglary, with a two- 
year sentence), and will admit that 
he pleaded guilty, on his lawyer's 
advice, to carrying concealed weap- 
ons.

The 
youth, Harold Schreiber, 16-year-old 
Soldan High School student, testi- 
fied to making the call, and seeing 
strange men in the house, but did 
not identify anyone, or tell of see- 
ing any display of weapons. 
Accardi’s Cousin Testifies. 


Vincent Pasanante, cousin and 
former neighbor of Accardi, and 
now living at 6270 Cates avenue, 
told of his visit to Accardi’s house 
the night of Feb. 24, and said he 
found Tipton, Carl Fiorito, Jerome 
Crets and James Vincent Griffin 
there.

‘Kennamer Bought Rubber Gloves. 


Gorrell, he said, fell in with: the 
plan and he went to Kansas City, 
Nov. 19, to get the note written. 
Gorrell was afraid of fingerprint 
evidence, Kennamer asserted, so he 
bought a pair of rubber gloves to 
protect Gorrell’s fingers while he 
wrote the note. The rubber gloves, 
with a hunting knife, figured large- 
ly in Aviator Huff’s story to Kansas 
City and Tulsa police that Kenna- 
mer planned to stab Gorrell while 
wearing the gloves. 

“T knew it wouldn’t make any 
difference whether there were fin- 
gerprints or not,” Kennamer said. 
“The science of handwriting detec- 
tion is sufficient to incriminate 
him.” 

Gorrell. he declared, was too 
drunk to write the note the night 
of Nov. 19 and he wanted him to 
be fully sober when it was written.

FIREMEN SAVE WORKER 
BURIED IN SEWER SLIDE 


Members of Crew Dig With 
Hands in Rescue of 
John Petran. 


Firemen dug frantically with 
their hands for three hours yester- 
day to restue John Petran, 64-year- 
old plumber’s helper, who had been 
buried 18 feet underground when 
a shaft, which he was digging for 
a sewer entrance, collapsed around 
him. 

The men had Petran almost free 
in less than an hvwur, but a new 
earth-slide again covered him to his 
shoulders, forcing them to dig 
again and hoist bucket after bucket 


of sticky clay to tt.e. surface. 

When finally they raised him, 
limp and injured, it was dark and 
the crumbling opening was illumi- 
ated with portable floodlights. Pet- 
ran was taken to City Hospital, 
where physicians said he was suf- 
fering from internal injuries and a 
fractured left shoulder. 


Employer Notices Cracks. 


Petran, a widower who lives at 
6918 South Grand boulevard, had 
sunk the shaft in the alley behind 
7109 Alabama avenue, for his em- 
ployer, John A. Bellinger, 7713A 
Virginia avenue. Trucks and other 
vehicles had gone through the un- 
paved alley all day. Bellinger was 
above ground, near the opening, at 
4 p. m., when he noticed joint clay 
—clay with cracks in it—around 
the hole. 

“T hollered,” Bellinger told the 
Post-Dispatch, “and just then it 
started to shale off and jammed 
a ladder down in the hole. John 
had a piece of six-inch sewer pipe 
in his hands. He lifted it over his 
head and stood still as the clay 
crashed down around him. When 
the fall stopped, it was three feet 
over his head. He’d have smoth- 
ered, I guess, if it hadn’t been for 
the piece of pipe. 

“I yelled for help. A neighbor 
heard me. I told him to call the 
Fire Department and as he ran to 
the telephone, I scrambled down 
the ladder and began digging with 
my hands.” 


Arrival of Firemen. 


Bellinger had not reached the 
imprisoned man when the firemen 
arrived with shovels which they 
were afraid to use for fear they 
might injure Petran. Two of them 
hurried to Bellinger’s side and 
helped him move the earth, while 
others attached ropes to bucket 
handles and lowered them to haul 
away the clods the workers under- 
ground had loosened. It was half- 
dark in the shaft and beneath 
them they could hear Petran’s 
heavy breathing. 

In a few minutes the dirt’ was 
removed to Petran’s shoulders. He 
continued to breathe heavily, from 
the weight of the clay pressing 
around him and the three men 
standing on it, digging. After a 
time the two firemen climbed out 
and were relieved by two others. 
Bellinger stayed in the shaft, load-

The loose clay had been removed 
to Petran’s knees and Bellinger 
and the firemen thought they 
would have him'out in a few min- 
utes, when the sides of the shaft 
collapsed and pinned Petrain again, 
shoulder-deep. Again he breathed 
with difficulty. Bellinger and the 
firemen redoubled their efforts. 

Victim Finally Removed. 

Firemen above ground ordered 
the 150 spectators back so their 
weight would not cause another 
fall. “With ladders and _ four-by- 
fours, the firemen inside braced 
the shaft while Bellinger continued 
to dig.

The ground crew lowered 
a wide belt, with a rope attached, 
and, after it had been adjusted 
about Petran, lifted him slowly to 
the surface. 

An ambulance was waiting and 
he and Bellinger were taken to City 
Hospital. There jt was discovered 
that, while Petran’s injuries were 
serious, Bellinger merely was suf- 
fering from exhaustion and super- 
ficial cuts. 

“I thought I was never going to 
get out,” Petran said at the hos- 
pital.

Two Men Freed by 30 Policemen at 
Nanaimo, B. C.

NANAIMO, B. C., Dec. 13.—Thirty 
provincial policemen yesterday 
rescued two British Columbia re- 
lief officers held as prisoners by 
unemployed men and women dis- 
satisfied over the size of relief pay- 
ments. 

The officers battered down a door 
of an office in which the piekets 
had taken refuge and dispersed the 
crowd. The unemployed men, num- 
bering between 50 and 100, protest- 
ed against a cut in monthly allow- 
ances from $21.25 to $16. They as- 
serted their clothing was in such 
condition they could not work com- 
fortably in winter weather.

BILLS FOR BEAUTIFYING 
CITY INTRODUCED 


Would Extend Art Commis- 
sion’s Powers—Sunday Clos- 
ing Repeal Beaten. 


Bills designed to prevent the erec- 
tion of architecturally objectionable 
buildings in the immediate vicinity 
of public parks, plazas and build- 
ings and for the removal of sign- 
boards from the same area were 
introduced in the Board of Alder- 
men yesterday. 

One bill, ihtroduced by Alderman 


| O'Toole, Thirteenth Ward, would 


give the Municipal Art Commission 
jurisdiction over the design of pri- 
vate buildings erected within 300 
feet of public buildings—both Fed- 
eral and municipal—parks and 
plazas. The ordinance would also 
apply to railroad viaducts and simi- 
|lar structures put up by private in- 
'terests. The Art Commission has 


jurisdiction over the design of pub- 
lic buildings. 

The second bill would prohibit ad- 
vertising billboards in the 300-foot 
area, and is designed to prevent 
the City Hall and Union Station 
plazas from being surrounded by 
advertising posters. This bill also 
was introduced by O’Toole. 

Sunday Closing Stands. 

By a vote of 22 to 5 the Aldermen 
refused to repeal an ordinance re- 
quiring dry goods stores to close 
on Sundays. The ordinance, which 
became effective last July, was op- 
posed by groups of neighborhood 
merchants, who initiated a repeal 
bill. A fine ranging from $5 to $500 
is provided for violators. 

A bill bearing the recommenda- 
tion of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment authorizing the re- 
funding of $2,533,000 in municipal 
bonds was introduced. New Bonds, 
bearing not more than 5 per cent 
interest, would be issued at the di- 
rection of the Mayor and the Comp- 
troller. The obligation under the 
new bonds would be met out of tax 
revenue from recently authorized 
increases in the merchants’ and 
manufacturers’ tax and gasoline tax 
and from liquor taxation. 

A one-hour parking ordinance for 
streets surrounding the City Hall 
and Municipal Courts Building was 
passed. The regulation applies to 
Clark avenue, Market, Twelfth and 
Fourteenth streets. 

A bill requiring mason contrac- 
tors to be licensed was returned to 
the Legislation Committee, which 


had recommended passage, when | 
opposition to the measure appeared. | 
Under its terms mason contractors | 


would be required to pass an ex- 

amination and pay a license fee 

varying from $25 to $500. 
Checking Auto Tax. 

A proposed ordinance designed to 
aid the Assessor in checking auto- 
mobile ownership on personal tax 
returns was introduced. It pro- 
vides that the applicant for a city 
automobile sticker sign a _ card, 
which would be sent to the Asses- 
sor’s office. Assessor Coale, who 
recommended passage of the bill, 
stated that, although 140,000 city 
automobile licenses were bought in 
the city last year, only 82,000 ears 
were listed on personal tax returns.

BY RESERVE BANKS 


Cleveland Conference An- 
nounces 857 for Total of 
$42,000,000 Approved. 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, Dec. 13.—The 12 
Federal Reserve banks have ap- 
proved 857 applications for indus- 
trial loans aggregating more than 
$42,000,000, it was announced last 
night following a conference at the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Cleveland. 

More than 50 officers of the banks 
and members of the industrial ad- 
visory committees in the various 
districts attended the conference, 
called to review work done since 
the industrial loan law was enacted 
six months ago, and “to devise 
means of making the work now 
being done more effective. 

“It was noted that the interest 
of the commercial banks in these 
loans is increasing,” said a report, | 
'“and a substantially greater por- | 
tion of the loans now being made is 
participated in by banks than was | 
ithe case during the first two or) 
/three months following the amend- | 
iment to the law. | 
| “While some applications have} 
been filed where no basis for credit | 
existed, nevertheless it has been | 
‘found that there is a considerable | 
‘number of well-managed enterprises | 
‘needing credit for a somewhat long-| 
‘er period of time than that for) 
‘which commercial banks ordinarily | 
make loans, and to which loans can | 
‘be granted under the terms of this | 
jlaw on a reasonable and sound | 
' basis.” | 

Outlining the two methods of | 
making application for credit under 
the law—one through a bank 
whereby the Federal Reserve Bank 
agrees to purchase the loan in 
whole or in part on request, and to 
assume 80 per cent of the risk, and 
the other through direct applica- 
tion to the Federal Reserve, the re- | 
port commented: 

“It was the sense of the confer- | 
ence that the interests of all con-' 
cerned, the borrower, the lender | 
and the public generally, will be| 
'best served if such applications are | 
| made by and through banks or oth- 
‘er financing institutions whenever | 


| practicable. 
“It was stated that, in an effort, 


to make credit available to estab-

the industrial advisory committees 
and the Federal Reserve banks 
have given and will continue to 
give careful and sympathetic con- 
sideration to each application, re- 
gardiess of amount.”

Four-to-Seven-Year Program 
Submitted by Army Engineers 
of Great Lakes District. 


By the Associated Press. 
CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 13.—Dis- 
trict engineers of the War Depart- 
ment recommended yesterday a 
$336,462,000 rivers and harbors de- 
velopment program, including the 
$175,000,000 St. Lawrence waterway 
and hydro-electric project. The 
engineers estimated the program 
would require 100,000,000 man-hours 
of work over four to seven years. 
Besides the St. Lawrence project, 
which is dependent on the signing 
of a special treaty with Canada, 
the program calls for a $34,298,000 
waterpower project at Niagara 
Falls, N. Y., a $27,000,000 expendi- 
ture to deepen the old Erie Canal 
between Buffalo and Albany, N. 


Y., and for other targe items to 
make eight Great Lakes ports ade- 
quate to accommodate the biggest 
ocean-going vessels. These ports 
are Buffalo, Chicago, Milwaukee, 
Toledo, Cleveland, Duluth, Detroit, 
and Calumet, IIl. 

The recommendations, forward- 
ed to Washington by Col. Max C. 
Tyler, chief of engineers for the 
Great Lakes district, follow a seven- 
year study of requirements for navi- 
gation, development of water pow- 
er, control of floods, and the needs 
of irrigation. 

The Erie Canal, now nine feet 
deep, would be deepened to 14 feet, 
under the plan, but greater depths 
would be provided for the ship chan- 
nels in the St. Lawrence and the 
Lakes. 

The amount of $1,440,000 was es- 
timated for expansion of the To- 
ledo Harbor, $180,000 in addition to 
$619,000 now being expended on the 
port of Cleveland, $480,000 at Calu- 
met, $180,000 at Chicago, and $210,- 
000 at Milwaukee. 

In addition to the 2,200,000 horse- 
power potential expected of the St. 
Lawrence project, the engineers ex- 
pect 164,000 horsepower would be 
developed by the proposed $34,298,- 
000 expenditure at Niagara Falls. 
This calls for the use of 90-foot

The two convicts sub- 
mitted to experiments on promise 
of freedom if they survived. 

The two were examined Tuesday by 
Dr. J.'H. Corper, tuberculosis spe- 
cialist at the National Jewish Hos- 
pital, who has been conducting the 
test. Although Dr. Corper has not 
explained in detail the results of the 
tests, Dr. R. E. Homles, prison 
physician, repored both men were 
“in good physical condition.” 

Prior to the prison experiments, 
which began last spring, Dr. Corper 
had tested the serum on animals 
with a considerate degree of suc- 
cess. 

The tests just completed are the 
first in a series of 12 with human 
beings. Inoculations with the se- 
rum are followed by injections with 
living tuberculosis bacilli, which un- 
der ordinary circumstances would 
cause the average individual to 
contract the disease. Schmidt be- 
came ill after the first inoculation, 
but recovered quickly; Erickson 
never was ill. 

The serum is intended as a pre- 
ventive and not as a cure.

COURT CANCELS DEED OF TRUST 
ON SHERWOOD PARK LOT 


Upholds Owner of Land in Conten- 
tion That Promised Improve- 
ments Were Not Made. 

A decision canceling a deed of 
trust heid by Mrs. Ella M.. Fitz- 
simmons, 4912 Buckingham court, 
against realty in Sherwood Park 
subdivision, Webster Groves, was 
handed down yesterday by Circuit 
Judge Hamilton. The deed ° was 
made June 5, 1930, by Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank H. Brutcher, 5405 Louisiana 
avenue, in connection with their 


purchase of a lot from the Home- 
stead Realty Co., promoter of the 
subdivision, for $3300. They paid 
a total of $1659 in cash, giving 
notes for the balance. 

Mrs. Fitzsimmons’ husband, Ar- 
thur J. Fitzsimmons, was president 
of the ocmpany at his death in 
November, 1930. Mrs. Fitzsimmons 
purchased the Brutcher notes, and 
other similar notes, for $28,699 from 
the realty company, which is now 
in the hands of a receiver. 

The Brutchers alleged that cer- 
tain improvements which had been 
promised under the terms of an 
earnest money contract, such as 
electricity, sewers, sidewalks and 
gas, had not been installec in the 
subdivision; therefore without these 
improvements they said the amount 
they had already paid for the lot 
was in excess of the market value 
of the property. 


The defense contended the _lot 
was worth a greater sum than what 
had been paid. it was also assert- 
ed that no time had been set for 
the installation of the improve- 
ments, the understanding being 
they would be installed by thetime 
the Brutchers had built a home, 
and that they had not yet started 
to build. The decision of the court 
also permanently enjoins Mrs. Fitz- 
simmons from attempting to sell 
the lot at foreclosure.

I, Fia., en. 13.—Florida is 


on on threshold of a season of rac- 
ing that promises to do a business 
in excess of $40,000,000, Walter Don- 
ovan, secretary of the Florida Rac- 
ing Commission said today. 

Tropical Park leads the way, 
opening Saturday, a full month 
earlier than ever before. That plant 
will operate through Jan. 16. On 
the following day Hialeah’s Park 
will open a meeting that will run 
through March 9. Tropical Park 
will reopen March 11 and continue 
through April 1. 

Racing plays a big part in Fiori- 
day’s winter activities. It furnished 
entertainment last year to 1,591,223 
persons who attended the seven dog 
and three horse tracks operating 
throughout the State, putting $27,- 
548,526 through the mutuels and re- 
sulting in $1,972,364.22 in revenue to 
the State. 

This year there will be two ad- 
ditional dog tracks operating, one 
in Jacksonville and one in Broward 
County, just north of Miami. 

Many stables racing for the first 
time in Florida are now booked at 
the horse tracks. Hialeah’s accom- 
modation for 1400 horses and Trop- 
ical Park's 850 are being taxed to 
capacity. 

While much progress has 
made since racing with pari mu- 
tuels has become legalized in sev- 
eral states, there is still much to 
be done. The meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of State Racing 
Commissioners, to be held here 
Jan. 15-18, will have before it sev- 
eral problems of mutual concern 
and importance in the development 
of the sport.

New Deal 


In Year Costs Postoffice 
$10,000,000 to Deliver 


Charges Made by Department for Free Service 
Greatly Increased — Housing Admin- 
istration Champion Letter Writer.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Postal 


charges on the flood of mail that 
has poured out of the New Deal 
agencies established under the 


Roosevelt administration have 
amounted to nearly $10,000,000 for 
the fiscal year ending last June 30, 
the annual report of the Postoffice 
Department to Congress will dis- 
close. 

This is shown by the remarkable 
rise in the cost of what the Post- 
office Department calls “penalty” 
mail, mail that is carried free for 
Government bureaus and agencies. 

For the year ending on June 30, 
1933, the cost of this “penalty” mail 
was $14,315,414. For the following 
year it was $23,094,882. Postoffice 
officials say that virtually all of 
this may be attributed to the New 
Deal agencies, the NRA, the AAA, 
the PWA and others. The “pen- 
alty” mail from the older depart- 
ments has shown relatively minor 
fluctuations from year to year. 

Figures for the Years. 

For 1926 the figure was $8,409,394, 
for 1930 it was $9,347,505, and for 
1932 $9,151,899. The jump to $14, 
315,414 for 1933 is explained not by 
an increase in the amount of free 
mailing by Government bureaus but 
by the fact that the rate on letter 
mail was increased from 2 to 3 
cents. 

These figures do not include the 
mail that is “franked” out by mem- 
bers of Congress. For 1933 this cost 
$1,019,621. Under postal laws enact- 
ed in 1930 the Postoffice Depart- 
ment is required to estimate the 
total of “penalty” mail and the 
total of “franked” mail. The Post- 
office Department is allowed to 
credit these totals against operat- 
ing costs. 

The Postoffice figures for the last 
fiscal year do not include the costs 
of the New Deal agency that is 
probably the champion mailer. The 
Federal Housing Administration, 
which began operations in the mid- 


dle of the summer, has sent out to 
date 52,084,000 pieces of mail. The 
Housing Administration does not 
attempt even to estimate its mail- 
ing bill, being content merely to re- 
cord the number of pieces sent out 
to the 48 states and the territories. 

At one time FHA had 18 employes 
who did nothing but the mechanics 
of mailing. Every bank, every build- 
ing and loan company, every news- 
paper, every magazine has at one 
time or another received mail from 
FHA and in most instances a con- 
siderable quantity of mail. FHA ex- 
plains this extraordinary record by 
saying that it is a selling organiza- 
tion which must put across by sales 
promotion methods—most of it in 
the form of direct-by-mail advertis- 
ing—the FHA modernization and 
construction program. 

Changes in Volume of Mail. 

There are marked fluctuations.in 
the tide of mail that flows from the 
various news agencies. Thus, ac- 
cording to _ postoffice officials, 
NRA and AAA long ago reached a 
peak and have been superseded by 
FHA and the Home Owners’ Loan 
Corporation. The latter organiza- 
tion is sending out questionnaires to 
an extensive mailing list covering 
the entire country. But even the 
veteran New Deal agencies, such as 
NRA and AAA, occasionally get 
into the competition again, when, 
as an official of the Postoffice De- 
partment explained it, they get a 
new idea, 

Mailing lists of Government bu- 
reaus are notoriously inefficient. 
They are like the registration 
books in Philadelphia, in that no 
one ever dies. It is not uncommon 
that newspaper bureaus receive 
from two to five copies of the same 
“handout” through the mail. Often 
mail from the same governmental 
agency or department comes in a 
half dozen different envelopes. The 
Department of Agriculture uses 
large manila envelopes to send out 
single sheets unfolder. Often three 
or four of these envelopes with dif- 
ferent short “handouts” arrive in 
the same mail. 


BUDGET EX CHEF 
SAYS U.S POLE 
MEAN CALAMITY 


Douglas Declares Program 
Leads Inevitably to Col- 
lapsed Currency and 
‘Ghastly’ Conditions. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—Lewis W. 
Douglas, who resigned last summer 
as Director of the Budget, a post 
to which he was appointed by Presi- 


dent Roosevelt, said last night that 
the administration program was 
leading inevitably to a collapsed 
currency and a “ghastly social and 
economic calamity.” 

Speaking publicly for the first 
time since his resignation, Douglas 
said the only way to recovery lay 
in stimulation of the heavy indus- 
tries by balancing the budget by 
stopping all public works expendi- 
tures and discontinuing the Civil- 
ian Conservation Corps. He said a 
balanced budget could be attained 
by 1937. 

He was heard by 800 members 
and guests of the Economic Club of 
New York. 

Predicts Destructive Effects. 

The policy of huge public works 
expenditures and continuing de- 
ficits, said Douglas, “must inevit- 
ably, just as sure as the night fol- 
lows the day, plunge 125,000,000 peo- 
ple into the destructive effects of a 
collapsed currency. 

“Social and political disturbances 
are very apt to ensue,” he said, “and 
the parliamentary system, already 
partially extinct on the continent, 
may make its complete demise. 

“Superimpose this intensification 
of national prejudice upon the in- 
ternational political prejudices  al- 
ready existing on the continent and 
in Europe and the possibilities of 
another destructive war make one 
shudder.” 

Analysis of the Depression. 

An analysis of the depression 
shows that consumption of consum- 
er goods has remained almost con- 
stant, he said. While the consump- 
tion of capital goods has fallen al- 
most 65 per cent. This proves, he 
argued, that the “great void’ in

Byrns ot Tennessee as Speaker of 
the next House was virtually as- 
sured last night by th withdrawal 
of Representative Sam Rayburn of 
Texas, who had been prominent in 
the race. 

Rayburn, who handled much of 
the administration’s recovery legis- 
lation in the recent Congress, said: 
“I am no longer a candidate for 
Speaker. There are no alibis. Un- 
der the circumstances, I cannot be 
elected.” 

Rayburn issued the statement 
after conferring with several of his 
followers. Byrns said he had more 
than enough votes to win. 

Rayburn had looked for the sup- 
port of a number of high adminis- 
tration officials. Several had indi- 
cated privately that the administra- 
tion planned to support him. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt appar-ntly made it 
clear, however, at a White House 
conference with Vice-President Gar- 
ner that he was maintaininggg a 
hands-off policy.

LONDON, Dec. 13.—The House 
of Commons last night adopted a 
motion approving the Government’s 
plans for a new Constitution for In- 
dia, involving self-government with 
safeguards. The motion for appro- 
val was 410 to 127. 

The motion approved the report 
of the Joint Select Committee 
which investigated the Indian situ- 
ation. 

The Commons first rejected a La- 
bor amendment by a vote of 491 to 
49. This amendment urged that 
the India bill be based on the re- 
port of the Labor members of the 
Joint Select Committee, in order 
to provide for eventual dominion 
status for India. 

The vote of approval ended a 
three-day debate and advanced one 
step further the Government’s 
plans to provide a greater measure 
of responsible Government in In- 
dia. The next stage will be the 
drafting of a bill based on the Joint 
Committee report. 


AUSTRIAN OFFICIALS ARRESTED

FAMILIES ON RELIEF 
GETTING 50C A DAY 


FERA Agent Thinks Policy Is 
Wrong—Favors Public Works 
Employing 3,000,000. 


The development of the unem- 


ployment problem to a point where 
“one-sixth of the population is sub- 
sisting on a grocery order basis,” 
and some possible methods of deal- 
ing with it in the future were. dis- 
cussed last night by Howard Hun- 
ter, field representative of the 
FERA for Missouri and several oth- 
er Midwestern states. He spoke at 
a meeting of the St. Louis Voca- 
tional Guidance Association, held at 
the Downtown Y. M., C. A. 

Illustrating the necessity for the 
Federal Government to assume re- 
sponsibility for dealing with unem- 
ployment, Hunter said that’ the 
most ever raised by Community 
Fund campaigns in any one year 
was $100,000,000, while public relief 
is now costing $150,000,000 a month. 
Since May, 1933, he said, the Fed- 
eral Government has appropriated 
$2,000,000,000 for relief, and there 
are now 4,500,000 families on relief 
with the probability that by the end 
of winter there will be 5,000,000. 

In 100 Missouri counties, leaving 
out the big cities, the average relief, 
he said, is $5 a month, not per in- 
dividual, but per family. The aver- 
age for the whole country is 50 
cents a.day. If you had to run your 
family on that basis you would be 
convinced these people are not get- 
ting fat off the Government.” 

Turning then to possible methods 
of dealing with unemployment in 
the future, the speaker emphasized 
that he was expressing his personal 
views, that he was not acquainted 
with the plans being considered 
now by President Roosevelt and

ry Hopkins. 

Direct relief, Hunter said, cannot 
be continued long without demoral- 
izing those who receive it. Unem- 
ployment insurance, employment

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The Folly of High Prices. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
F all current economie errors, prob- 
ably the most unfortunate is the gen- 
erally accepted idea that increased prices 
mean increased prosperity and are there- 
fore desirable. The fact is that the exact 
opposite of this is true. During the past 
century, the productive power of human 
effort has been multiplied many times. 
By the use of improved labor-saving ma- 
chinery, one man or woman can produce 
as much as formerly required 10, 20 or 
even 100 men or women, The purchasing 
public is thereby justly entitled to greatly 
reduced prices of all commodities. 

But prices have scarcely been reduced 
at all. Incidentally, wages and salaries 
should have been correspondingly in- 
creased as a logical accompaniment to 
every economy effeeted in production. 
But wages and salaries are always fixed 
by the law of supply and demand. It is 
generally assumed that some unknown, 
mysterious, occult force prevents the con- 
sumer from enjoying lower prices and the 
worker from receiving the increased pay 
as a result of decreased cost of produc- 
tion. 

As a matter of fact, America’s greatest 
economist, Henry George, has demon- 
strated that it is a wrong system of taxa- 
tion which is to blame for both high 
prices and low wages, and that the only 
way to right the wrong is te abolish all 
taxes upon capital, labor and industry. In 
“The Old Freedom,” Francis Neilson 
states that in the year 1351, “as long as 
the serfs in England were free to use the 
common fields and wastes, wages must be 
high and prices low.” And likewise in 
America today we must secure the de- 
sired result by freeing land and produc- 
tion through a just system of taxation. It 
is absurd to put the cart before the horse 
by artificially increasing prices to the 
consumer.

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ANOTHER PRICE-FIXING FAILURE. 
When business men themselves appeal to the Gov- | 
ernment to remove the price-fixing features of their 
NRA eodes, it must be that the attempt at price- 
fixing has done them more harm than good. This is 
precisely the situation which prompted Western as- 
sociations of lumber men to petition the NRA to do 
away with the price controls in the lumber code. 
Publie hearings on this issue are now being held in 
Washington, bs , 

Lumber has long suffered from declining demand, ' 
waste and over-capacity, The decline in conewmption 
has been caused by the increasing use of other ma- 
terials in construction, by the substitution of paper 
for wood in packaging, by the long in 
agriculture and by the slump is building. The wastes 
of uncontrolled cutting, fire, insect end fungus dep- 
redations have at the same time increased the coat 
ef doing business. Heavy taxes, interest end other 
overhead have compelled owners to eut and sell tim-' 
ber with little regard for the market price. The re- 
sult has been a sew-mill eapacity one-half to four- 
fifths of which has stood in idleness. Profits have de-| 
clined steadily since 1923. More then half of the 
industry has been operating in the red. | 

This is the situation which the industry attempted 
to remedy by the price-control devices which it wrote | 
inte its code, The code provided for the restriction 
and allocation of output and for the determination of 
a minimum price based upon weighted average costs, 
pelow which it would be illegal to sell. 

The consequences of these devices are now being 
felt. Allocation of output has kept over-capitalized, 
over-equipped, poorly managed mills alive at the ex- 
pense of their more efficient competitors. it has 
boosted unit costs and therefore prices. Mounting | 
prices have effeetively checked the possible expan- 
sion of residential construction and have invited 
builders to make further substitutions of other ma- 
terials for wood. They have, at the same time, at- 
tracted stil] further capital inte the industry. More 
than 5000 new mills have been opened since August, 
1933, in spite of the fact that the industry already 
had more than twice its necessary capacity, Increas-: 
ing capacity again increased the overhead cost which 
must be carried by each unit of output. 

The industry is caught in a vicious spiral. Higher 
costs compel it to raise prices. Higher prices cut 
consumption, increase capacity and raise costs, which 
necessitate further price increases. And so on, ad 
infinitum. The final result is that lumber stocks are 
piling up, promised profits are not materializing and 
dealers are being driven to violate the code by sell- 
ing below the minimum prices which it establishes. | 
The whole arrangement is breaking down. 

Serupulous operators who observe code prices are 
losing business to their less scrupulous competitors. 
Small buyers are paying artificially high prices, 
which larger buyers are able to avoid. Construction 
is hampered and the lumber industry is sinking deep- 
er into the bog from which the NRA was supposed 
to rescue it. 

The interests of the lumber industry, as well as 
those of the general public, call for abandonment of 
the price-fixing attempt without further delay. 
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COSMIC PROBLEMS. 

As this mad world spins on its axis today, many 
and great are the problems that beset us. President 
Roosevelt is worrying about national recovery, Don- 
ald Riehberg about the NRA, Yugoslavia about Hun- 
gary, Hungary about Yugoslavia. The Supreme 
Court is wondering what it is going to do about New 
Deal legislation; the Yellow Taxicab Co. is scratch- 
ing its pate about when it is going to get back its 
eabs; the loyal friends of Old Siwash are gazing 
into the crystal ball to discover when the next foot- 
ball vietory is due. 

But the problem that is giving most of us the 
jitters is: What in the deuce hag happened to the 
Baroness? 


THE CITY RELIEF PROBLEM. 

Mayor Dickmann, who undertook two weeks ago 
to make up the deficit in the United Relief cam- 
paign, has been forced to confess that it cannot be 
done. The Mayor hoped to raise $600,000 and he 
launched into the task with all his energy, using city 
employes as his aids, but the best he was able to do 
Was to raise about $70,000, bringing the total fund to 
$2,300,000, or 85 per cent of the $2,708,000 sought. 

What is the reason for the great difficulties en- 
countered both by the Mayor and the United Relief 
campaign managers in this drive? We do not believe 
the failure of the drive to reach its goal is due to a 
general iack of civic spirit. We believe, rather, that 
the old system of taking care of the poor and the sick 
by means of private charity is obsolescent, We he- 
lieve it must be replaced sooner or later by contri- 
butions from public funds raised by taxation. 

The present system was devised at a time when 

the relief problem was a comparatively small one. 
It was not meant to cope with so grave a situation 
as has occurred during the depression, when one out 
of every seven or eight families in St. Louis hag been 
forced to appeal for food, clothing and shelter. Sev- 
eral years ago, it became mecessary to supplement 
charitable funds with contributions from the city, 
State and Federal governments. Apparently, these 
contributions will have to be continued for some 
time. ; 
In our opinion, it would be wise if plans were 
laid to support all worthy charitable institutions with 
public appropriations. Unlike the present system, 
this would insure that everyone would contribute ae- 
cording to hig means. We already use this system to 
support the Art Museum, the Zoo and the Public Li- 
brary, and there is no good reason why it should 
not be extended to the more fundamental purposes of 
relieving poverty and treating illness. 
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ST. LOUIS ON THE GRIDIRON. 

Washington University has never suffered from 
over-emphaesis on football. It has suffered from 
under-emphasis. It fumbled and slipped and HNmped 
through so many autumns that student interest in the 
team had been all but extinguished and public inter- 
est was frozen stiff. Then came Jimmie Conzelman, 
and the firmly entrenched doldrums were instantly 
jarred loose and presently vacated the premises. Now 
the institution is, as they say, foothall-conscious.

A GREAT PUBLIC SERVICE. 

With publication of the sixth and final installment, 
of its report on the privately owned gas and electric 
utilities, the Federal Trade Commission completes a’ 
task which muet rank thigh dn the national annals of 
public service. ‘The country iis iniebted for the tin- 
veatigation to the late Senator Thomas J. ‘Walsh .of. 
Montana, whose resolution precipitated a battle which 
was in some respects a turning point in American 
history. Walsh asked for a special Senate com-, 
mittee to conduct the investigation, ‘but after a long’ 
battle the utilities succeeded in substituting the Ped- 
eral Trade Commission. R 

if the utilities thought the commission would make’ 
a less exhaustive investigation than a Senate com- 
mittee would have made, they were sadly mistaken. 
It became apparent at the outset that the commission 
was not going to slight its task, and it never has done 
so. its published reports are now a matter of public 
record. They tell the story of an exploitation which 
has no parallel outside the railroad industry in the 
United States. it is not an exaggeration to say that 
this investigation ended the dispute over Muscle 
Shoals; that it was the inspiration of the ‘Tennessee 
Valley project; that it eryatallized the Government’s 
new policy with respect to such social services as 
electricity, gas, water and communication. 

Time is the essence of all things. It was inevita- 
ble that what the Insulls and the others were doing 
must result in their own undoing and the spoliation’ 
of the people’s savipgs. The last installment of the 
report relates how ruthlessly they spread their propa- 
ganda nets to capture the legislator, the publisher, 
the schoo] teacher; how investors suffered losses run- 
ning inte the billions. By the time the pyramids of 
company on company had been finished, the very life 
blood of American investment and saving had ab- 
sorbed the poison of profit without end, and the game 
bad become a case of devil take the hindmost. It is 
sometimes said that public ownership of public ser- 
viees is at the expense of widows and orphans; but 
how many widows and orphans were impoverished 
by the financial phantasmagoria of the privately 
owned utilities? The last installment of the report 
says of the propaganda which the utilities put out 
to convince the people that their securities were 
sound and of the great wave of selling which fol- 
lowed it: 

No other industry put out such a quantity and 
variety of issues as did many privately owned 
electric and gas utilities and their holding com- 
panies. Additional superholding companies were 
alse created which issued securities almost with- 
out limit, often with little or no regard for the 
underlying soundness of or necessity for such 
issues—in a field devoted to public use, and sup- 
posediy regulated as local monopolies. 

That the utilities have been penalized for what 
they did is not enough. The defensive instinct of 
society moves to prevent the causes of such a social 
upset. Thus, the Securities Act and the regulation 
of stock exchanges, the hydro-electric plants which 
the Government is building fer the stabilization of 
rates, the move in Congress to put a curb on holding 
com panies.

Theobald Smith, who has just died in New York, 
was one of the greatest of the microbe hunters, rank- 
ing with Koch, Ehriich and Noguchi. He wes leas 
than 30 years old when, as a smali-«salaried employe 
of the Department of Agriculture, he was sent to 
Texas to unravel the mystery of the eattle fever 
that was destroying whole herds. How he did so 
is one of the gripping dramas of medicine. It occu- 
pies a chapter in Paul de Kruif’s book, “Microbe 
Hunters.” 

It will occupy a chapter, and a formidable one, too, 
in the history of medicine, for Smith’s work on cat- 
tle fever opened whole new vistas for medical sci- 
ence. What Smith discovered in Texas was that 
cattle fever was spread by ticks, acting ag hosts for 


the germ causing the fever. That insects can carry 


disease from sick persons to well ones made it pos- 
sible for medical science to wage successful war on 
yellow fever and maleria, both transmitted by 
mosquitoes, and on various other diseases in which 
insects play a part. 

This early work of Dr. Smith’s was quite enough to 
secure for him a niche in the hall of fame; neverthe- 
less, he continued to peer into his microscope and to 
experiment with ill-smelling stews in his laboratory, 
and added numerous other important discoveries, 
such as his differentiation of bovine from human 
tubercle bacilli, vitamin deficiency in its relation to 
disease and so on. 

Dr. Smith’s contribution to humanity is incalcula- 
ble. Generations yet unborn will live longer and 
happier lives because of his industry, his intellectual 
euriosity and the brilliance of his mind. It is diffi- 
eult to put in words an adequate tribute to his 
memory.

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THE CONTINUED STORY. 
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Modernizing Our Bankruptcy Laws 


Present bankruptcy statute defeats own purpose, tolerates fraud and condones dishon- 
est debtors, speaker says; traces evils to provision for creditors to examine bank- 
rupt and select trustee; tells of reform in England 50 years ago which eliminated 
similar abuses; calls on Congress to take early action on this urgent problem. 


From Radio Address by Thomas Day Thacher, Former Solicitor-General of the 
United States, Now President of New York City Bar Association. 


ruptcy laws have had two objectives: the 

fair distribution of the property of bank- 
rupts among their creditors, and the dis- 
charge from their debts of honest but un- 
fortunate debtors. 

These purposes seem simple enough, and, 
under a system wisely framed, should be 
easy of accomplishment. But experience 
teaches that the administration of estates 
in bankruptcy has always been a more or 
less disreputable business, and is generally 
so regarded by the public. In this country, 
the settlement of a bankrupt estate is usually 
wasteful, often dishonest and in most cases 
of no consequence to the creditors because 
there will be nothing for them after the 
costs of administration are paid. 

Furthermore, bankrupts are discharged 
from the payment of their debts without 
adequate examination as to the causes of 
feilure or the disposition which they have 
made of their property. Thus, it is no exag- 
geration to say that the lew defeats its own 
purposes, tolerates fraudulent practices and 
condones the conduct of dishonest debtors. 

The wholesale discharge of bankrupts, 
practically without inquiry or oppositien, has 
been seriously detrimental to the public in- 
terest, because it encourages dishonest and 
reckless disregard of just obligations, and 
thus destroys the integrity of the individual. 
In the ease of those engaged in business, the 
law fecilitates and encourages recklessness, 
unconscionable waste of money and property 
furnished by creditors, and outright fraud. 
Debtors who by such conduct have imposed 
heavy losses upon those who trusted them 
are turned back by the thousands into the 
channels of trade, encouraged to repeat their 
offenses with impunity.

The source of these evils is found upon 
the very face of the statute, which relies 
upon creditors to examine the bankrupt and 
oppose his discharge, and makes them re- 
sponsible for the selection of the trustee who 
is to administer the estate. It is utterly 
absurd to expect a business man to assume 
any such responsibility. The controlling 
question is, whether the public interest in 
commercial] honesty and fair dealing is not 
sufficient to require insistence upon 
thoroughgoing reforms of these loose, inef- 
fective and demoralizing methods of control. 

This question was put to the English Par- 
liament by Joseph Chamberlain in 1883, after 
an investigation which disclosed the same 
defeets and evils which inhere in our law 
today. In proposing adequate reforms, 
Chamberlain said: 

“The causes for those defects were almost 
as much on the surface as the defects them- 
selves. They were, in the first place, that 
there had been, under the present law, no 
sufficient provision for an impartial or in- 
dependent examination into the causes of 
each bankruptcy, and the conduct of each 
bankrupt. Secondly, such investigation as 
had been undertaken, perfunctory and inade- 
quate as it generally was, had been thrown 
upon the creditors; and, contrary to all 
sound policy and principle, they had been 
invited to throw good money after bad, and 
undertake a public duty at their private 
eharge. 

“In the third place, the provisions for the 


punishment of misconduct, however griev- 
ous, had been altogether inadequate, and, 
moreover, the application of those provisions, 
instead of being left with responsible author- 
ities, had been left almost entirely to the 
creditors, who, in many instances, might be 
interested in hushing up questions which 
they were expected to investigate. And, 
lastly, the arrangements for the supervision 
and contro] of persons intrusted by the law 
with the administration of bankrupts’ estates 
were so inadequate and insufficient that 
they could practically do what they liked.” 
Every word Chamberiain uttered in 1883 
has precise application to the bankruptcy 
problem in this country today. The prin- 
ciples which he declared were embodied ‘n 
the English Bankruptcy Act of 1883, and 
have continued in operation to this day. That 
these principles are sound is demonstrated 
by the elimination of grave abuses thereto- 
fore inherent in the English law, and today 
inherent in our own system. In my judg- 
ment, there will be no substantial reform in 
bankruptcy administration until we recog- 
nize the public interest involved, and deal 
with the whole process upon that basis. 


Because the problem so vitally involves the 
public interest, I do not believe it can ever 
be solved solely by those whose private in- 
terests are involved in its solution. It will, 
in my judgment, require those in positions 
of highest authority and responsibility under 
the Federal Government, who in their con- 
sideration of this law will regard and serve 
the interest of the general public, and not 
alone the interests of debtors or creditors, 
or even of the members of my own profes- 
sion who habitually practice in the bank- 
ruptcy courts. 

As a result of investigation, the facts are 
all at hand. Remedies have been proposed, 
after a most thoroughgoing study of these 
facts. They have been considered by com- 
mittees in Congress. Important amendments 
to the law have been adopted, extending the 
protection of our bankruptcy courts to debt- 
ors who desire an opportunity to reach a 
settlement with their creditors which will] re- 
store them to useful commercial life before 
ned estates are consumed in a failing ven- 
ure, 

This principle has been applied by law 
only to indjvidual Amcndingg at Hangs a 
roads, and to corporations generally, which 
are afforded opportunities for reorganization 
under the protecting arm of the court. Prior 
to these amendments, our bankruptcy law 
by withholding such protection from credit- 
ors co-operating with their debtors to reach 
Satisfactory adjustments out of court, pre- 
vented the consummation of such Plans and 
enabled three dissenters to upset them by 
ame petitions in bankruptcy.

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—A “West 


Point” for policemen and a psr-} 


manent anti-crime organization to 
unify the efforts of all peace offi- 
cers are the developments expected 
from Attorney-General Cummings 
crime conference, which ends to- 
night. 

The gathering was expected to 
empower a selected group, probably | 
a portion of the Arrangements Com- 
mittee, to act as a clearing house 
on crime problems. This would 
meet with the suggestion of Scott 
M. Loftin, president of the Amer- 
ican Bar Association, that the con- 
ference set up a permanent organi- 
zation. 

The Justice Department was said 
to be ready to begin the Instruction 
of a small group, perhaps’ two 
dozen police officers as a starter. 
The division of investigation was 
understood o. tbe ready to frame a 
set of courses. 

Besides these goals, the leaders 
of the assembly of sociologists, de- 
tectives and jurists hoped arrange- 
ments for a survey of various as- 
pects of the crime problem could 
be worked out today. 

Harry J. Anslinger, Federal Nar- 
cotics Commissioner, before’ the 
conference today urged the 48 
states to enact uniform laws to 
combat use. of narcotics. 

Describing the passage of a uni- 
form act on narcoties as “urgent- 
ly necessary,” Anslinger said such 
a statute: would “close the gap ex- 
isting between- Federal and State 
enforcement, which has been well 
named the twilight zone through 
which so many nefarious peddlers 
of narcotic drugs esc: pe well merit- 
ed punishment.” 

At a session presided over by 
Representative Hatton W. Sumners 
of Texas, Anslinger said among 
the violators picked up last week 
in nationwide raids were “crim- 
inals of every description, public 
enemies, bank robbers, stick-up 
men and petty thieves. One man 
had a record of 90 arrests by city 
police ranging from misdemeanors 
to murders.” 

The delegates, representing 88 or- 
ganizations and all the states, dis- 
cussed many issues yesterday, in- 
cluding demands for drastic regula- 
tion of the trade in firearms and 
action against shady lawyers. 

Estimating the underworld has 
200,000 revolvers and pistols, J. Wes- 
ton Allen of Boston accused fire- 
arms makers of blocking a Dill 
gimed at the trade. 

As to crooked lawyers, John F. 
Schindler, New. York investigator, 
said: “No considerable crime is 
ever committed that hasn’t a shy- 
ster lawyer as an accessory. I am 
not talking about the great major- 
ity of lawyers. They are a credit 
to the profession. But there is a 
wide range of crooked lawyers, dip- 
ping their hands into all kinds of 
crooked professions.”

Chicago & Eastern Illinois Ry. 
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Antarctic Coal Fields 
Discovered by Byrd Party 


Plant-Bearing Sandstone Containing Numer- 
ous Fossils Alsa Found by Geologi- 
cal Expedition. 


By the Associated Press. 

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Dec. 12 (via Mackay Radio).—The 
geological sledging party of the sec- 
ond Byrd Antarctic expedition has 
come upon new coal fields and 
plant-bearing sandstone holding nu- 
merous fossils. : 

Quin Blackburn, leader of the 
party, in reporting the discovery to 
Rear-Admiral Richard E. Byrd by 
radio yesterday, said the find was 
made 182 nautical miles from the 


South Pole at the head of Thorne 
Glacier, in the Queen Maud range. 

The discovery was made after 
the party had surpassed all other 
ground penetrations into the inte- 
rior since the polar trips of Scott 
and Amundsen in 1911-1912. 

Others in the Party. 

With Blackburn’ are. Richard 
Russell of Boston, Mass., and Stu- 
art Paine of Durham; N. H. Black- 
burn, a geologist, is a veteran of the 
first Byrd Antarctic expedition. 

Few details of the party’s recent 
progress have been received here 
because Paine, whois serving as 
radio operator and navigator, is 
saving his radio batteries. 

Apparently the group commenced 
the ascent Nov. 27 or 28 and finally 
reached the head of the glacier 
Dec. 7. The glacial stream is a 
river of hard blue ice, heavily cre- 
vassed. In many places pressure 
ridges exist and men and dogs were 
taxed to the limit in the ascent. 

Part of the Message. 

Blackburn’s message said in part: 

“For the last three days the wind 
has been from the southeast, blow- 
ing continuously at 20 to 40 miles 
an hour. Our present camp is on 
a morain at the immediate base of 
a mountain capped with sediment- 


ary strata containing several beds 


of coal and plant-bearing sand- 
stone. 

“We have collected numerous 
fossils. Our only problem now is 
to decide what specimens to bring 
out. 

“We have sighted numerous new 
mountains and glaciers, but the 
almost continuous strong winds 
somewhat hinder our activity. We 
will work down the glacier from 
here.” 

Previous Finds of Coal. 

Both seams of coal and fossils 
have been found previously at 
points in this great range rimming 
the South Polar plateau, but none 
has been found near the Pole. They 
both occur in association with the 
characteristics of beds of beacon 
sandstone which cap the mountains 
of Victoria Land to the west and 
the mountains of the Queen Maud 
range. 

The coal deposit is presumed to 
be extensive. Griffith Taylor, an 
authority on Antarctica, has spec- 
ulated on the possibility that Ant- 
arctica may possess the greatest 
coal reserves in the world, with the 
possible exception of those in the 
United States. 

What species of fossils were 
found was not indicated. Presum- 
ably they were of a low order of 
plant life similar to the glossopteris 
found in the vicinity of Beardmor 
Glacier to the west. In the geologic 
past this continent had a mild, even 
humid climate, scientists say. 

Meanwhile the two tractors ex- 
ploring the plateau of Marie Byrd 
Land were continuing. Since last 
week when they crashed through 
the bridges of blind crevasses, be- 
ing extricated without damage, they 
have pushed slowly to the north 
and west searching for a passage. 
Up to this morning none had been 
found. Members of the expedition 
were reconnoitering ahead on skis. 


WILEY POST'S ALTITUDE 
RECORD CLAIM DISALLOWED 


Bureau of Standards Says He Did 
Not Beat Italian’s Mark of 
47.352 Feet.

BARTLESVILLE, Ok., Dec. 13.— 


Wiley Post was informed last night 
by the Bureau of Standards that 
he failed to set a new world’s alti- 
tude record in his airplane flight 
last week. The record of Lieut. 
Renato Donati of Italy, 47,352.02 
feet, still stands. 

Post explained that his altitude 
would have had to exceed the Ital- 
ian airman’s by 200 meters (650 
feet) to set a new official record. 
The Bureau of Standards, Post said, 
did not tell him the exact height he 
reached. 

After his flight Post said he 
thought he rose to about 50,000 feet.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska, Dec. 13.— 
Three men and a woman, their air- 
plane forced down in the wilds by 
a blizzard, were rescued and 
brought here yesterday after nine 


days in a tumble-down cabin. 

“Hungry. Need food and skiis.” 

This message, spelled out on the 
snow with green branches of trees 
they had chopped, was sighted by 
pilots Roy Dickson and Chuck Mc- 
Lean after three planes had passed 
overhead and missed them. 

Mrs. Hazel McClung, ‘wife of a 
Takotna mining man, Pilot Oscar 
Winchell and two mine operators, 
David Standberg and Weine Pun- 
tallo, had taken off from McGrath 
on their way to Anchorage. They 
ran into a blizzard of sleet and 
snow, which coated the wings until 
the ship sagged and then came 
down in an uninhabited region 150 
miles from here, in 30 inches of 
snow. Equipped with wheels, the 
plane could not take off again. 

Taking a robe and light emer- 
gency rations from the plane the 
four beat a path through the snow 
to an old cabin. Luck was with 
them for they found some old 
blankets and a few dried beans 
and some rice abandoned by 4a 
prospector. Doling out these pro- 
visions, and melting snow for wa- 
ter, they managed to keep alive for 
nine days. Each lost 10 to 15 
pounds. 

The rescue plane, ski-equipped, 
like most Alaskan planes in the 
winter, had no difficulty in taking 
off.

N CREDIT FRAUD) 


W. E. Davis Alleged to 
Have Made Misrepresen- 
tations to Two St. Louis 
Manufacturers. — 


Two indictments charging Wil- 
liam E. Davis, president of the de- 
funct Baltimore Shirt Co. of Kansas 
City, with making a false state- 
ment of the company’s financial 
condition to obtain merchandise and 
credit from two St. Louis concerns 
have been voted by the grand jury, 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Mc- 
Laughlin announced today. 

The charges are tnat the finan- 
cial statement led the Elder Man- 
ufacturing Co. to extend credit of 
$3385 to Davis’ company and the 
Frank & Meyer Neckwear Co. to 
allow credit to the extent of $2000. 

McLaughlin said, however, that 
when Davis’ company was sued in 
bankruptcy in February, 1932, the 
Elder company had extended a to- 
tal credit of about $15,000 and the 
neckwear company « total of about 
$11,000. He explained that the sta- 


tute of limitations prevented 
charges based on the larger 
amounts. 


Overvaluation Alleged. 

According to McLaughlin, the 
statement, issued April 1, 1931, and 
purporting to reflect the shirt com- 
pany’s financial condition as of 
Feb. 28,. 1931, listed store fixtures 
at $80,789, whereas the company’s 
bankruptcy schedules, filed less 
than a year later, valued store fix- 
tures at only $17,500. Total assets 
and liabilities were balanced in the 
statement at $283,274. 
An investigation indicated Davis 
had withdrawn $33,775 from the 
company over a period of years, Mc- 
Laughlin said, the same amount be- 
ing carried in the financial state- 
ment as “receivables.” 

The offense charged is punishable 
by imprisonment for from two to 
five years, or a fine of not more 
than $1000 or a jail sentence not to 
exceed 12 months. 

Davis, now in his middle fifties, 
went to Kansas City about 25 years 
ago from Topeka, where he had 
been employed by a railroad, and 
went to work as a clerk in a men’s 
clothing store. He advanced rapid- 
ly in that business, becoming a 
partner of one of his early employ- 
ers, James H. White, in the Balti- 


more Shirt Co., and buying’ the 
partner out in 1926. 
Early in his career, Davis left 


White, another haberdashery clerk, 
who had laid the foundation for a 
fortune ‘in establishing the - shirt 
company, one of Kansas City’s first 
chain of stores, but returned after 
a few years in 1913. Of an aggres- 
sive disposition, he advanced to a 
dominant executive office, receiving 
first a percentage of the profits and 
then sharing equally with White in 
ownership of the company. 
Each Buys Out Other. 

Meanwhile White had branched 
out into the real estate business. 
He acquired the Elms Hotel at Ex- 
celsior Springs, Mo. and later 
formed the White-Davis Investment 
Co. for other real estate ventures. 
Eventually friction developed be- 
tween the partners with the result 
that Davis bought White’s interest 
in the shirt company and White 
bought Davis’ share of the real 
estate company. 

As president of the shirt company, 
Davis began an expansion program 
in 1927, increasing the number of 
the company’s stores from four to 
15. He took leases on downtown 
and outlying properties in Kansas 
City and established four stores in 
St. Louis and one in Topeka. When 
the company was placed in bank- 
ruptcy, however, it had only 12 
stores, two in St. Louis and 10 in 
Kansas City. 

Recently Davis, a brother-in-law 
of Mayor Bryce Smith of Kansas 
City, has been connected with a 
smaller chain of furnishing goods 
stores there. D,. M. Davis is listed 
as president and secretary-treasurer 
of the company operating this 
chain.

Bernard *icGwin, Negro Repub- 
lican politican of Alton, was ac- 
quitted of a charge of robbery yes- 
terday in the East St. Louis City 
Court. Testimony intended to show 
that McGwin was the victim of a 
political frame-up while he was 
making political speeches just be- 
fore the November election, was 
ruled inadmissible by Judge Bor- 
ders. 

McGwin was taken to the East 
St. Louis police station »y Madison 
County deputies Nov. 2. The depu- 
ties to.d the Desk Sergeant he was 
wanted in East St. Louis for hold- 
ups of street car motormen. One 
of four street car operators, Steven 
FE. Porter, identified him as the Ne- 
gro who had robbed him of $20 
Sept. 12. 

Porter was positive of his iden- 
tification in court and testified he 
was able to identify McGwin be- 
cause of his unusual gray eyes. Mc- 
Gwin’s attorney, Jesse R. Brown, 
former Circuit Judge, presented an 
alibi defense, supportc. by wit- 
nesses, that McGwin was at home 
at a card party when the robbery 
took place.

HE following hand was played 

in one of the knockout rounds 

of the national team of four 
contract bridge championship, spon- 
sored by the American Bridge 
League. Both teams reached six 
clubs, but whereas one of the de- 
clarers made his contract easily, 
the other managed to go down two 
tricks. Here are the North and 
South holdings:

As you can see, the hand de- 
pends on losing not more than one 
finesse, There are several methods 
of playing the hand. One guards 
ugainst both kings being in the 
West hand, but to attempt to make 
the hand by this method, the out- 
standing hearts must be. divided 
four, three. 

Draw two rounds of trumps. 
Then lead a small heart toward the 
jack in dummy. If the king wins 
in the West hand, and either a club 
or a diamond is returned, South 
will win, and discard two losing 
spades on the ace and queen of 
hearts. Then the ace of spades is 
laid down, and the queen of spades 
played through. If West covers, 
dummy ruffs. If he fails to cover, 
a diamond is discarded from the 
board. 

This was the method adopted by 
the declarer who went down two 
tricks. Personally, I believe that 
the best line of attack is to play 
for the two important kings being 


The declarer who made his con- 
tract laid down the king of clubs, 
after winning the opening diamond 
lead, and continued with the queen 
of ciubs, overtaking with the ace in 
dummy. The spade finesse was 
now taken. It won. Since the suc- 
cess of this finesse had been estab- 
lished, the declarer could afford to 
give up a heart trick. A small 
heart was led toward the jack in 
dummy. West went in with the 
king and now dummy had another 
re-entry, so that the spade finesse 
could be taken a second time. If 
the spade finesse had lost, dummy

Controlling 
Drug Habits 


International Agreement 
Curtails Narcotic Manu- 
factures to Essentials.

URING the war, when three 
D and a half million men were ex- 

amined for the draft, 2000 of 
them were found to be addicts to 
some drug. Inasmuch as this rep- 
resented a youthful group of the 
population, in which drug addiction 
is not as common as in those of 
later years, it is probably far under 
the proper percentage figures for 
the entire population. 

On account of the fact that these 
habits are more or less secret, and 
in the case of morphine and cocaine 
the drug must be procured in an 
illegal manner, it is naturally diffi- 
cult to get anything like exact fig- 
ures, but the chances are that close 
to 75,000 people are more or less 
incapacitated mentally, physically 
and economically in this way. 

The human problem involved, 
therefore, is no inconsiderable one, 
and has for many years received 
the earnést attention of sociologists 
and medical philanthropists. 

Our modes of attack come under 
the heading of “Prevention” and 
“Treatment.” Treatment, as in most 
other medical conditions, is far in- 
ferior to prevention, because even if 
the habit is broken, relapses are the 
rule. In treatment, however, the 
United States Government has de- 
cided to establish a Federal hospital 
located at Lexington, Ky., which Is 
now under construction, and prob- 
ably will be opened in the early 
months of 1935. This hospital is for 
the treatment of those suffering 
from drug addiction. 

Under the heading of prevention, 
our attack is twofold. In the first 
place, under the Geneva convention 
of 1931, 55 nations have agreed to 
mit the manufacture of narcotic 
drugs to such an amount as may be 
absolutely necessary for treatment 
for scientific purposes. This control 
ig under the supervision of a com- 
mittee of the League of Nations. 
Each nation notifies the committee 
of its legitimate needs of habit-form- 
ing drugs—legitimate needs for me- 
dicinal purposes. They make a quar- 
terly report of their stocks on hand 
and of the consumption of these 
products. It can be seen that such 
control will very effectually cut off 
the supply of such drugs as mor- 
phine and cocaine at the source. 

Another method of approach has 
been an attempt to find drugs 
which will perf.rm the medicinal 
work of morphine and cocaine 
without having 4 habit-forming ten- 
dency. The drug addict is usually 
regarded with contempt, which is 
not deserved. The drug has usually 
heen used first in a perfectly legiti- 
mate fashion for medical treatment 
until the habit is formed, and the 
victim cannot stop unaided. Those 
who have had no experience with 
it cannot understand how firm _ 
habits can become, and how rea 
th. craving for these drugs 
There is probabl, some actua 
chemical change in the central 

rvous system which creates the 
craving. At any rate, withdrawal 
causes physical suffering that is 
quite as real as that which comes 
from serious organic disease. S

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HIRED HEROES 


A Close-Up of Hearty Lads 
Who Risk Lives on the Ice 


OCKEY isn’t exactly a parlor 
pastime. In fact, it’s pretty 
brutal. But how the ladies 
love it! The game tonight is fast 


and furious, rough and tumble. The 


boys have been wrapping their 
hickory sticks around each other’s 


necks, and calling each other a lot 
of endearing, but unprintable, 
names.
